The legitimate 
theatre, perhaps, is less certainly 
entitled to credit. There has been 
a tendency, probably due to the 
repeated splitting of the existing 
body of talent, to employ semi- 
amateur actors, and to neglect the 
“small parts.” Many well-known 
players have left for E.N.S.A., or 
for British theatres, where the 
rates of pay are more satisfac- 
tory. Artistic ideals, perhaps, have 
tended to become-more and more 
the monopoly of amateur groups 
who lack the skill to put them 
into practice. Irish playwrights 
have been as prolific as usual, but} 
have produced very little of last-j) 
ing merit. Yet, on the credit 
side, one must admit that the 
theatre has fulfilled effectively 
enough its first duty—to entertain 
its audiences. Productions of 
London and New York stage 
successes certainly have not been 
inferior to those which would 
have been given by pre-war tour- 
ing companies. One must hope, 
then, that theatrical managers 
will not take the earliest oppor- 
tunity to replace Irish artists by 
those from overseas. The men 
and women who proved their 
ability when a theatrical famine 
was threatened must not be cast 
away at the first sign of plenty.

OBITUARY 


MR. E. T. KEANE 


Mr, E. T. Keane, whose death has 
taken place at a Dublin nursing home} 
at the age of 78, was one of the 
most notable of Irish provincial 
journalists. He was chief proprietor 
of the Kilkenny People, a newspaper 
which he, with others, founded more 
than fifty years ago at a time when 
Irish Nationalist politics were in the 
throes of the Parnell split. The paper
